What offense has her husbana committed? 
Let those answer who can. What was — 
crime? We know. He had an opinſon. 
He gave utterance to it, and for this 
alone. he has been made to suffer the

: | bosom has deen 
murdered, She is the victim solely of the ruling 
classes, of class hate in its most des te form. 
She died for the progress of justice, equality, and 
universal, uncorrupted brotherhood. e died as 
an offering for the uncounted millions who still 
have patience and forbearance. How many 
more such offerings must we make? How many 
rent hearts must we add to the cold one now 3 
ing before us. Many perhaps. Many must die 
before the sufferings and misery arising from the 
inequalities of the present system be uprooted. 
Cannot we prophesy the pe when these mur- 
ders and oppressions will cease? Perhaps not. 
But the time and tide must turn. Is capital the 
crowned King of the world for age and eternity? 

He enlarged on the traits and disposition 
of the deceased woman, and brought tears to 
the eyes of many of the women present. 
Concluding, he said: 

We know, all of us, that her principles were no 
crime, but they were opposed to the scoundrel- 
ism inthe saddle; and so, from their point of 
view, she is worthy death and damnation. The 
multitude toil. suffer, and pine by the will and 
overpowering force of the wolves of the social 
system. though they are but a small minority of 
the world’s inhabitants. Equal citizenship, equal 
rights, equal justice, equal epportunities, equali- 
ty in all degrees—not a theatrical display of it— 
were her principles. Oscar Neebe, Meta Neebe 
had an ideal. They struggled forit with their 
whole might, and were broken on the wheel of 
oppression. The staff of her life was broken over 
the knee of brutality. Many of you did not know 
her. Why. then, did you come to gaze on her cold 
corpse’ Is it not because itis heralded abroad 
with million-tongue power that she was mur- 
dered? Let us follow her lead in life, and in 
her death if needs be. Then will we mourn for 
her as she would haveus mourn. She died be- 
fore us because her body was weaker than her 
spirit. Let this offering for us and our cause not 
be in vain. 


OUT IN THE STREET. 

During the exercises in the hall North 
avenue was blocked by a large and densely- 
packed crowd which momentarily grew 
denser and larger uptolo’clock. It was a 
crowd of curious spectators as well as sym- 
pathizers with the cause, and the women and 
children were almost as numerous as the 
men. Capt. Schaack, with Lieuts. Lloyd and 
Baus and alarge detail of officers from the 
Chicago Avenue Station, was on hand to pre- 
serve order, while a large number of officers 
in citizen’s clothing and nearly all the de- 
tective department circulated among the 
crowd. Notwithstanding the careless and 
apparently good-natu behavior of the 
crowd, there was an undercurrent of defi- 
ance and il-temper which now and then 
cropped out. There was a little group of the 
Lehr und Wehr Verein on Market street. Three 
of them wore blue jean biouses and carried a 
dra flag. A TRIBUNE reporter asked one 
of the standard-bearers a question, where- 
upon he savagely replied: ‘“TI tells you noth- 
ing, you —— —— reporter of a capitalistic 
— * Git oud from here else I cut you. Go 
to H—l.” A manonaruntofa pony made 
several trips at a dangerous rate of speed 
through the crowd. An officer followed him 
and warned him that he would be run in if 
he repeated the operation. He replied de- 
fiantly: Git out of here, —— 3 If 

ou run me in you'll get h broke. 

ou can’t touch a maninthis crowd.” The 
officer said nothing and returned. Once 
when Lieut. Lloyd with six of his men passed 
the Lehr and Wehr Verein a small man with 
full blonde beard applied to them a vile epi- 
thet in German. A dozen of the man’s 
friends hushed him up, and the police, who 
had not heard it, passed on. 

The procession, headed by Gustav Belz on 
horseback, moved at 2:30. He was followed 
by a band vee a dirge. Then followed 
on foot e Socialistic Männerchor, the 
Schleswig-Holstein, the International, the 
West Side, and the Furniture-workers’ 
singing 8 all numbering in the 
neighborhood of strong. The singing so- 
cieties carried three — * heavily draped 
with crape, fastened with knots of red rib- 
bon. After them came the hearse, sur- 
rounded by the pall-bearers. A light wagon 
filled with flowers followed, and behind 
came twenty-three carriages. Knights of 
Labor Assembly No. 6,838 was represented by 
forty men, carrying two * covered wit 
black glazed cloth. After the Knights came 
a motley crowd of Anarchists, headed by 
the Lehr und Wehr Verein with about twen- 
ty men. Behind followed 200 men, a 
number of whom belong to the various 
Anarchistic groups in this city. 
The assemblies represented in the Central 
Labor Union brought up the rear of the pro- 
cession. A number carriages followed, 
neariy all those riding in them wearing red 
artificial bouquets. A careful count showed 
that 1,635 people were in the procession, 1,250 
on foot and in vehicles 385. Those on foot 
left the procession before the city limits were 
reached. The side walks and windows along 
the route were pretty well crowded fora 
time, but when it was realized that the dem- 
onstration“ had collapsed the spectators, 
many of whom had gone from the South Side, 
returned home in disgust. 

AT THE GRAVE. 

The funeral cortége reached Graceland at 
4:20. For an hour and a half previously each 
car was jammed full with a multitude, main- 
ly of women. The pall-bearers formed at 
the cemetery gate and received the caval- 
cade, when it slowly wound its way to the 
open grave, which was reached at 4:45. The 
procession to the grave was led by the rela- 
tives of Oscar Neebe and Albert Currlin, ed- 
itor of the Arbeiter-Zeitung. The grave exer- 
cises were brief and were celebrated in the 

resence of about 800 people of both sexes.

A Negro Fatally Stabbed. 

New Orveans, La., March 13.—(Special.]— 
Ery Smith, a colored porter employed on 
a morning newspaper, at 10 o’clock last night 
ran into his house, pes by two young 
white men, one of whom was plunging a 
bowie-knife into his back. In his wife's 
presence he fell forward over a table while 
the knife was plun toits hilt below his 
shoulderblade and broken off. The wounded 
man was removed to the hospital where he 
died in two hours. The autopsy showed six 
wounds on his body. The assailants were 
identified as Tommy Roche and Eddie Grin- 
nell, the former a son of ex-Coroner John G. 
Roche and the latter a young foundryman. 
Both were captured this morning, secreted 
under some rubbish in the loft of a ware- 
house. They deny the deed, though the evi- 
dence of their guilt is ample. The only cause 
Smith’s friends can allege for the murder 
was that the dead man had remonstrated 
with the boys some days before for their im- 
proper conduct with a little negro girl who. 
was his neighbor.

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SABBATH OBSERVANCE. 


A GREAT MEETING IN FAVOR OF THE 
MOVEMENT. 


Addresses by John V. Farwell, C. C. Bon- 
ney, the Rev. Drs. Barrows and Lori- 
mer, and Messrs. Temple, McFadden, 
Goodhue, Magarrell, Jackson, Randall, 
Butler, Jones, and Others—Resolutions 
Adopted—A Day of Rest for the Clerks 
and Others No More than They Deserve. 


“God made the earth in six days,” said 
John V. Farwell at the big Sunday-observ- 
ance meeting yesterday, and on the sev- 
enth day He rested. God said: ‘Six days 
shalt thou labor, but the seventh is the 
Lord’s.’ This is argument enough for me.” 

Mr. Farwell was an unexpected attendant 
at the meeting, and when the Chairman rec- 
ognized him and requested him to speak to 
the people Mr. Farwell got up in his place in 
the parquet circle and argued that Sunday 
should be observed because God said so. 
There were clergymen and professors of 
Christianity among the regular speakers, and 
yet Mr. Farwell was the only one who vent- 
ured to use the foregoing argument to the 
mixed assembly gathered in Central Music- 
Hall. Mr. Farwell was not only listened to 
with respectful attention but was repeatedly 
rewarded with hearty rounds of applause. 

There were about 1,300 to 1,500 people at 
the meeting, the hall, with the exception of 
the upper gallery, being comfortably filled. 
Had it not been for the Neebe funeral dem- 
onstration the building would certainly have 
been too small to accommodate more than 
half of those desiring to attend. The meet- 
ing was held under the auspices of the 


United Clerks’ 1 District Assem- 
blies 24 and 57 of the Kn ay of Labor, the 
Barbers’ Assembly, the Trades Assembly, 
and the Sabbath Association. The unorgan- 
ized clergy of the city were also represented 
by a spesial delegation. As it happened, the 
Socialistic demonstration kept t (Social- 
istic) element almost wholly away from the 
meeting, so that the attendance was made 
up chiefly of the religious and conservative 
labor promoters of the movement and of 


the clerks who are personally interested in 


its success. The special object of the meet- 
ing was to support the passage of the Sun- 
day-Observance bill drawn up by the United 
Clerks’ Assembly and introduced in the 
Legislature by Representative Leo P. Dwyer. 
This bill provides in direct and unmistakable 
terms for the closing of all shops and stores 
Sundays under a penalty of $25 fine for the 
first offense and $100 for each subsequent of- 
fense. The outcome of the meeting was the 
passage of the following: 

In seeking the elevation and improvement of 
the toiling masses we have been profoundly im- 
21 by the fact that many thousands of work - 


g people in the City of Chicago are compelled . 


by circumstances beyond their control to labor 
for seven days in every week, and by the further 
fact that this elevation and improvement is im- 
possible while such continuous labor is exacted 
at their hands. In this important emergency we 


turn tothe Sabbath-observing people of this 


city and entreat their codperation and aid to set 
free from Sunday labor those who are now held 
in bondage to it, and secure to them the Sunday 
liberty of body and of mind which is their right. 
To that end we do now resolve as follows: 

ved, That it is the duty of the State to 
prohibit labor Sunday, excepting only works of 
necessity or of charity. 

Resolved, That all existing laws prohibiting 
labor Sunday should .be e 
and we call upon all the public authorities whose 
duty it is to execute such laws to perform that 
duty without further neglect or delay. 

Resolved, That if the existing laws be in any re- 
spect weak or deficient they should be amended 
80 as to remove the defect; and we earnestly call 
upon the Legislature now in session to considér 
the matter and before final adjournment to pass 
all or any such additions to or amendments of 
the exist laws as may seem to be required to 

al le the Sunday. of. every 


our respect for the 
American Sabbath declared in the civil law of 
the American States, and we demand that it be 
so observed that those who desire to spend it in 
religious services may be undisturbed therein, 
while others enjoy the day with their families or 
in any other manner consistent with the peace 
and good order of society; and we pledge our 
support to the public authorities for a vigorous 
enforcement of all laws to secure such observ- 
ance. 

Resoived, That a committee of seven be ap- 
pointed by the Chairman of this meeting to pre- 
sent these resolutions to the Legislature at 
Springfield and ask their codperation and aid to 
secure the desired end. 

George E. Detwiler presided. W. H. Jack- 
son acted as Secretary. Mr. Detwiler ex- 
plained the objects of the meeting. He said 
there were about 40,000 salesmen for small 
shopkeepers in this city, and about 25,000 of 
these worked fourteen to sixteen hours a day 
for six days of the week and eight to ten 
hours Sundays. This movement, looking to 
an abolition of this Sunday labor, had been 
inaugurated about a year ago by the Clerks’ 
Assembly, and the Sabbath Association had 
«kindly taken me matter up and helped push 
italong. He introduced C. C. Bonney, si- 
dent of the Law and Order League of the 
United States. 

Mr. Bonney said that the true fraternity of 
human progress, uniting all phases of polit- 
ical and religious belief, was exhibited in. this 
meeting.. e congratulated the people on 
this beginning of the end. He showed that the 
idea of one day’s rest in seven was founded 
on both human and divine law, arguing in 
general terms that nature, science, law, and 
religion were each and all — to contin- 
uous daily toil. Sunday should not be for idle 
loafing or holiday-making, but should be a 
day of peacefui rest for meditation or relig- 
ious exercises. Religion, however, should 
never be compulsory. He concluded by read- 
ing the following letter: 

To C. C. Bonney, Eseqg.—Str: We, the Butch- 
ers’ & Grocers’ Clerks’ Association of the City 
of Chicago, have been given to understand that 
a meeting will be held today for the purpose of 
supporting a bill forthe more strict observance 
of the Sabbath-Day, and that such bill has al- 
ready been presented to the Legislature; but it 
it does not appear that meat-markets are in- 
cluded in the list of business-places as already 

resented. We see no reasons why a meat-mar- 


.ket shall be ope open for business Sundays 


more than other houses of a similar nature now 
doing Sunday trading. We therefore humbly pe- 
tition you to use your utmost endeavor to in- 
clude all and every meat-market in this State on 
your list already mentioned, 

Charies R. Temple of District Assembly 24 
was the next speaker. He said Lis assembly 
came there to ask no favors, but to ask jus- 
tice. Among the many wrongs of the people 
was this wrong of Sunday labor. There were 
men who had to work so long, getting up be- 
fore daylight and coming home at midnight, 
that they didn’t know the color of their chil- 
dren’s eyes. : 

Miles McFadden of District 57 said that No. 
57, representing 10,000 men, had passed reso- 
utions forbidding any member to buy or sell 
on Sunday. The Knights of Labor held that 
five days’ labor in the week was enough, leav- 
ing one day for God and one day for human- 
itv. He went on to eulogize the Knights of 
Labor, and argued that the clerks would be 
imposed on until they were united as.one 
— and could command justice instead of 

it. 

presentative Ben W. Goodhue said Dis- 
trict 24, which he represented, and which 
comprised 25,000 workmen, indorsed Mr. Mc- 
Fadden’s position. The hymn said there 
was rest for the weary in the green fields of 
Eden on the other side of Jordan, and the 
preachers talked of the rest in the heavenly 
mansions, but what he wanted and what the 
clerks wanted was rest this side of Jordan, 
right here in Chicago.

THE OPIUM SMUGGLERS. 


A Large Syndicate Thought to Be Involved 
—West Held. 

Detroit, Mich., March 12.—[{Special.]—R. 
A. West, accused of smuggling opium across 
the river from Canada and defranding the 
Government out of $60,000, had. his examina- 
tion before Commissio Graves today, and 
was heid for trial bail at $5,000. Dis- 
trict-Attorney Biack said today that there 
was a huge syndicate engagéd in smuggling 
opium. It is possible that West’s arrest will 
develop a large-sized sensation. The opium 
was shipped from Victoria, Vancouver ISI 
and, to St. Thomas, Ont., where it is claimed 
West took charge of it, had it shipped 
to Windsor and stored in an old 
shed, and brought it across the Detroit River 
ina small boat. Evidence to support this 
charge was laid before the Commissioners 
today. The opium was shipped from here to 
California in boxes variously labeled. The 
reason forincurring the great expenditure 
incident to shipment is —_ in view of 
the fact that the duty is $10a pound. It is 
thought that the syndicate for which West 
was a regular agent has defrauded the Gov- 
ernment out of millions of dollars duty. 
Suspicion was first excited in California by 
the sudden cessation of attempts to smuggle 
opium into that State. It was learned that 
large quantities were being shipped to Can- 
ada, and the authorities here were notified 
and are elated over their great catch. 

The authorities are somewhat mystified 
over the receipt this evening of a — — 
from the special Treasury agent at San Fran- 
cisco reading as follows: Stop all orders to 
arrest and watch closely. Another large con- 
signment of opium is on the way to St. Thom- 
as from Victoria, B. C.“ This dispatch leads 
them to doubt if they have acted wisely in 
arresting West. Ex-District-Attorney Fin- 
ney, counsel for West, says they have no case 
against his client. He ny there is not a 
particle of proof that the boxes West brought 
to Detroit contained opium, and that if guilty 
he cannot be tried except on indictment by 
the grand jury. 


MISSOURI DESPERADOES. 


An Organization Called the “ Bald-Knob- 
bers Who Terrorized Two Counties. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., March 13.—[Special.|—For 
the last ten vears an organized band of des- 
peradoes has existed in Taney and Douglas 
Counties, Missouri. Some of the most prom- 
inent citizens of the two counties were lead- 
ing members of the band, and they admin- 
istered the law as they saw fit. They were 
called Bald-Knobbers,“ after a high peak 
of the Ozarks, where they rendezvoused. 
Negroes were not allowed to settle in the 
counties, horse-thieves and other undesirable 
citizens were lynched, and the elections were 
carried as the organization desired. Fully 
ten murders were committed by the band, and 
numerous lashings and outrages were per- 

trated on settlers. The Federal authorities 

nally took a hand, and with a posse of Mar- 
shals arrested, a few months ago, twenty 


men. These parties were indicted, and the 
vengeance of the grng was vented oer 
on the informers and witnesses. he farm-

NEED AN EXTRA SESSION. 


SENATOR ALLISON EXPLAINS WHAT 
MAY BE GAINED. 


He Suggests that the President Convene 
Congress Not Later than October—The 
Appropriation Bills Can Then Be Given 
Early Consideration, and the Scandalous 
Scenes of the Last Winter Avoided— 
What Ought to Be Done with the Surplus 
~—Bonds That Can Be Purchased. 

Wasuineton, D. C., March 13.—[Special.]— 
Senator Allison, Chairman of the Senate 
Committee on Appropriations, thinks an 
extra session of Congress, not later than Oc- 
tober, will be necessary to grapple with the 
surplus problem. His opinion carries great 
weight, not only in Congress, but in financial 
circles throughout the country. Senator 
Allison was asked today: 

“What will be the probable expenditures 
of the next fiscal year on the basis of the ap- 
propriations of last session“ 

The total appropriations,” he said, made 
by the annual bills for next year are, in 
round numbers, $247,300,000, to which should 
be added the permanent appropriations, the 
total of which is $116,700,000, making in all 
$364,000,000. Of these permanent appro- 
priations, interest on the public debt 
amounts to $42,000,000 for . the next 
year, and there is required for the sinking 
fund $47,000,000. The only way to provide 
for the sinking fund during the next fiscal 
year is to purchase unmatured bonds, either 
the 4!¢s or the 4s, as by July 1 next all the 3 
per cents, or nearly all, will have been re- 
deemed. So that the expenditures for the 
next fiscal year on the basis of the approvria- 
tions, including the purchase of bonds for 


the sinking fund, will be 8864, 000, 000, or if 
bonds are not purchased for the sinking 


expenses of the Post-Office Department.”’ 

Upon this basis what will be the prob- 
able surplus at the end of the fiscal year 
1887-'88?"’ 

“The revenues collected on the basis of 
current receipts will amount to a total of 
$410,000,000, including $50,000,000 estimated as 
— receipts, whilst the expenditures will 

$364,000,000 in all, leaving a surplus of 
$46,000,000. This assumes that the Treasury 
will purchase during the year $47,000,000 of 
unmatured bonds for the sinking fund. If 
this is not done then the surpius will be 


$93,000,000. 

Does this include the probable surplus in 
the Treasury at the end of the present 
year, July 1 next“ 

It does not. atever sum is in the 
Treasury the ist of July next must be added 
to this surplus. The Ist of March there was 
still $52,000,000 of 3 per cents not paid, but in 
the statement of assets and liabilities the 
last day of February it appears that $23,000,- 
000 has been set aside to pay bonds called, 
the calls not having matured, so that that 
day there was $29,000,000 of 3 per cents not 
called. Assuming that the total revenues 
for the remaining iour months of this year 
will be 42 the average of the first eight 
months the revenues from March to July 
will be 6120, 000.000 and the probable expen- 
ditures for the same period $105,000,000. 
There will be left then that day 
about $15,000,000 of 3 per cents unpaid, 
which would come out of the revenues of next 

ear, keeping the balance as shown by the 

‘reasury statement of the last day of Febru- 
ary at $19,000,000. In other words, if all the 3 
per cents are paid out of the current revenue 
of this year, there would be left July 1 only a 
surplus of $4,000,000, according to the Treas- 
ury method of statement, to be carried over 
to next year.”’ 

“From your statement it follows that after 
July 1 there will be a constant accumulation 
of money in the Treasury. is likely 
be done in that event!“ 

„The whole matter is within the discretion 
of the Secretary of the Treasury. Hecan, if 
he deems it expedient, purchase 4s or 4s 
under the law of March 3, 1881, which gives 
him ample power to purchase unmatured 
bonds, so that he can buy between July and 
December from forty to fifty millions of 
these — 1 bonds, and in the absence 
of legislation by Congress it would clearly be 
his duty to make such purchases. is 
would compel Congress to take early action 
in December, unless the President should 
convene Congress in the meantime.”’ 

In the face of these facts was it not the 
duty of the last Congress to reduce taxes 80 
that the Secretary would not be compelled to 
pay large premiums for these bonds?”’ 

„ These facts were all apparent at least a 
year ago, and the revenues should have been 
reduced by the Congress just closed, but the 
Democratic House of Representatives had 
not the ability or else had not the inclination 
to deal practically with this urgent question 
and the Senate had no jurisdiction to deal 
with it under the Constitution, as all bills re- 
lating to revenue must originate in the House 
of Representatives, and no such bill was sent 
to the Senate during the last Congress.”’ 

Is there likely to be an extra session of 
Congress, and, if so, when should it be 
called!“ g 

„ have no means of knowing the views of 
the President on this subject. do not think 
there is any demand in the country for an 
extra session at this time. The business and 
industrial interests of the country, I think, 
require rest, so that I do not believe a session 
this summer would be of value. I think an 
extra session called in October, to continue 

ractically until the December session, would 
of great value. It is apparent that the 
next Congress will be compelled to deal with 
the question of taxation, looking to a reduc- 
tion of the revenue. ss does not 
meet until December the Speaker of the 
House will not be able to announce the com- 
mittees before the holiday recess and proba- 
bly not before January. It would take the 
Committee of Ways and Means two or three 
months to mature a careful measure of re- 
duction and a month to consider it in the 
House, so that such measure could not reach 
the Senate much before the Ist of 
May. Then it would have to be con- 
sidered by the Finance Committee and 
by the Senate indetail. This, with the grow- 
ing necessary work of along session, would 
prolong the session until September, in the 
midst of the Presidential campaign. This 
situation is nota hopeful one for a careful 


plex, and affecting very many great interests. 
So it seems to me it would be wise to convene 
Congress by-the middle of October, have the 
House organized at once, and the Committee 
of Ways and Means could thus perfect its bill 
and get it into the House by the Ist of Janu- 
ary, and the Senate could have the bill be- 
fore the Ist of March, and thus would be 
practically saved two months of time and 
give opportunity for a much more deliberate 
method of consideration than is possible if 
Congress shall not convene until December. 
An extra session would also, by two or three 
months at least, hasten the necessary reduc- 
tion of the revenue, which should have taken 
place at the last session.“ ; 
“If no extra session is called until October, 
is there likely to be any disturbance of bus-.

„Not if the Treasury acts wisely. It can 
easily dispose of the monthly accumulation 
of seven or eight millions by the purchase of 
bonds. This will be a saving to the peopie, 
even ata high premium, because the money 
otherwise wo lie in the Treasury and the 
interest on the bonds would continue to be

% Would not the result of these purchases 
by the Goverument of unmatured bonds have 
the effect to greatly enhance the premiums 
and thus result in loss to the Government!“

EVADING THE LAW. 


Canadian Fishermen Bringing Their Catch 
Into This Country Without Paying Duty. 
WASI NGTON, D. C., March 12.—Some time 

ago Acting Secretary Fairchild instructed the 

Collector of Customs at Eastport, Me., that 

fresh fish caught in foreign waters in open 

boats of less than flve tons burden, when 
caught or taken from weirs along the shore 
or at sea by American citizens, are the prod- 
uct of American fisheries, and as such are 
entitled to free entry. Since then the de- 


by American fishermen, by whom they were 
landed. It alsoa that certain fisher- 
men born and residing on Canadian soil, but 
whose fathers at the time of their birth were 
American citizens, are permitted as Ameri- 
can citizens to land fish free of duty under 
the instructions referred to above. In a let- 
ter to the Collector at Eastport, ponte Sec- 
retary Fairchild says that fish caught by 
Canadian fishermen and transferred 
American boats in the manner stated are not 
the product of American fisheries, and are 
therefore not entitied to free entry; fish, 
however, caught and landed under the rule 
laid down in department instructions by 
American citizens, whether non-residents or 
otherwise, are equally entitled to free entry, 
and it is immaterial that other Governments 
may also claim these persons as subjects, 
provided the status of such persons fulfills 
the conditions of the United States law con- 
ferring citizenship.

Alleged Revelation of Torpedo Secrets 
Secretary Whitney Makes a Specific 
Denial—The Disclosure Due to Chief 
Engineer King, Who Knew the Inventor 
—Funds for the Cruisers Lacking—Still 
Work to Be Furnished by Americans. 
Wasuineoron, D. C., March 12.—[Special.]— 
It is now known that the Dock-Yard Super- 
intendent, Terry, was dismissed by the Brit- 
ish Admiralty because a specification of a 
new and as yet unapproved torpedo under his 
care appeared in a late private publication by 
Chief-Engineer King of the United States 
navy intended for general circulation among 
American naval, military, and manufacturing 
men.. This alone gave rise to the sensational 
report telegraphed from London that the 
United States Government had bribed a 
British officer and obtained state secrets in 
his keeping. The torpedo design was fur- 
nished the British Admiralty by a civilian, 
and the naval lords supposed they had it ex- 
clusively. The observant American engineer 
officer was traveling in England at the time 


and was in communication with the person’ 


from whom the design emanated, and was 
made the inventor’s confidant. There is 
now, since Engineer King’s publication, a 
question of broken confidence between the 
inventor and Mr. King. This seems to cover 
the case conclusively; but the poor dock-yard 
boss, nevertheless, loses his place and his 
character at the hands of Sir Thomas Brassey 
and the other Lords of the Admiralty. Sec- 


retary Whitney has been at pains to make a 
specific statement on this subject, in which 
he, as a matter of course, scouts the idea that 
our Navy Department has resorted to base 
means to secure information. The truth is 
that the information, over which the great 
ado has been made, is of very doubtful value, 
and the British Admiralty Lords have made 
a row about it mainly because the affair seems 
to involve, from the dizzy hight occupied by 
them, a breach of faith by a subordinate. 
Mr. Whitney says: 

It is the business of every Government to know 
what implements of war are possessed by the 
others, together with their characteristics, and 
the information can be easily obtained if the 
necessary trouble is taken without resorting to 
any questionable method. 

The department has in Commander Chad- 
wick at London and Lieut. Buckingham at 
Paris alert observers of naval progress 
abroad, who keep up with new things and re- 
port elaborately to the Secretary. They are 
received with the greatest possible consid- 
eration by foreign military and naval people, 
just as Capt. Gore-Jones, the British attaché 
in Washington, was al 8 received here 
by our naval and ilitary men, and 
their facilities for finding out things are 
all that could be desired. Important scientific 
secrets are known toa class of people with 
whom they fraterni ng before becoming 
the property of any Government. It is ab- 
surd to suppose that a great secret in torpe- 
does or in ordnance manufacture could be 
the exclusive holding of the British or an 
other Government when the fact is consid- 
ered that other Governments stand ready to 
pay handsome.y for valuable inventions and 
information, and that among the scientific of 
all countries there is a free-masonry which 
absolutely precludes the keeping of a great 
secret of science Within narrow limits any 


length of time. A patent is the first thing 


sought by an inventor, to give form and title 
to his idea. This is a public record. 

There is one Government military secret 
that has been pretty well kept—the composi- 
tion of melanite, the new French explosive. 
Gen. Boulanger is reported to be in a state 
of mind over the * of a kilogram 
of meianite from the storage depot near 
Paris. He thinks plausibly that some for- 
eign Government has pure from his 
subordinate this small quantity for analysis, 
in order that ‘its constituents may be deter- 
mined. It is assumed here that an agent of 
the German Government is at the bot- 
tom of the trouble. A Berlin paper, the Folit- 
ische Nachrichten has been forwarded to Wash- 
ington containing the statement that the 
French Government has purchased a million 
kilograms of ether which is known to be one 
of the main constituents of the terrible com- 
pound. It is believed here that the secret is 
now in the possession of the authorities at 
Berlin; but official dynamiters here still hold 
to the idea before alluded to that melinite is 
too sensitive for safe use in warfare; that it 
will be more dangerous to its users than the 
enemy. They believe that dynamite or geli- 
tine marks the safety line except that ex-

wo or three compounds, particularly of mer- 
cury and potash, may produce an explosive 


of still higher power than gelitine which 


may be used safely. The drift of scientific 
thought in mili matters sets strongly 
toward the new explosives and the develo 
ment of means for their employment. This 
is by far the most significant sign of the 
times, both abroad and at home. 

Secretary Whitney has submitted to Attor- 
ney-General Garland a law question relating 
to the completion of the new cruisers Boston, 
Atlanta, and.Chicago. The failure of the De- 
ficiency bill, which made provision for these 
boats, made necessary a stoppage of work 
upon them, which was ordered yesterday. 
Representative Thomas of Illinois went to 
see the Secretary one day this week, and 
suggested to him that the $76,000 remaining 
from the $900,000 appropriation in the regu- 
be used lawfully 
for contmuing the work on the cruisers, and 
it was understood that the points submitted 
to the Attorney-General are upon Capt. 
Thomas’ suggestion. In the bill of 1886 a 
specific appropriation was made for these 
boats, and in another part of the bill was 
placed the $900,000 item for the repair and in- 
crease of the navy. The point involved is 
whether the boats cannot come under the 
head of increase, notwithstanding the spe- 
cific appropriation for them. Mr. Thomas is 
clearly of the opinion that they can, and says 
the committee’s 1 in using that phrase- 
ology was to afford a sort of contingent in 
the event that the specific appropriation was 
insufficient.

Rules for Passenger Traffic on Western 
_ Beoads—The Commission Problem. 

The General Passenger Agents of the va- 
rious roads in the new Western States Pas- 
senger Association finished their work of 
formulating rules and regulations for con- 
ducting the passenger traffic of the Western 
roads in conformity with the new Inter-State 
Commerce law yesterday. They will report to 
the General Managers at a meeting to be held 
at Chairman Abbott’s office next Wednesday. 
During yesterday’s meeting the circular 
letter issued to Western roads by the As- 
sistant Commissioner of the trunk lines and 
the Assistant Commissioner of the Central 
Traftic Association regarding the interchange 
of passenger traffic between the Eastern and 
Western lines and the abolishing of the com- 
mission system by the Eastern (pub- 
lished n yesterday’s TRIBUNE) was 
it was decid that 
the roads in the Western Association should 
not answer that letter individually but 
through the Chairman of the Western States 
Passenger Association. The Chairman was 
instructed to inform Assistant Commissioner 
Daniels that the Western roads are not yet 
pre to answer his letter. As stated 
yesterday the Western roads fully agree 
with the Eastern lines so far as the present 
mode of issuing through tickets is con- 
cerned, but they radically differ as to paying 
commissions. While e Western lines 
take the ground that they may continue 
to pay commissions under the new law, and 
mean to do so until the National Commission 
decides it contrary to the law, the Eastern 
roads claim that commissions cannot be paid 
under the law, and they have agreed to pay 
no more commissions not only to their own 
agents and agents of foreign roads but also 
that their agents shall not be permitted to 
receive commissions or any other kind of re- 
muneration from foreign roads for the sale 
of tickets. On account of this difference of 
opinion the Western roads prefer to wait un- 
til the National Commission has deeided the 

uestion whether commissions can be law- 
ully paid before answering the circular let- 
ter of the Eastern lines.

SENATOR CRABTREE’S COMPROMISE 
BILL TO BE INTRODUCED. 


The Objections to the Proposed Code and 
the Work Involved Render Its Passage 
Improbable—Features of the New Meas- 
ure — Senator Gibbs’ Bill Authorizing 
the Appointment of Jury Commission- 
ers—General Springfield News—Contest 
Over the Lyons Bequest. 

Sprinerretp, III., March 18.—[Special. ]— 
The situation in regard to revenue legislation 
will be simplified or complicated early this 
week by the introduction into the Senate of 
an entirely new code. If any one man in that 
body could be thought capable of drawing a 
bill for a complete revenue law that man is 
probably Senator Crabtree of Lee County, 
the author of this measure, The seemingly 
endless talk by outsiders has already discour- 
aged the friends of revenue reform in their 


hopes for any detailed consideration of 


the code submitted by the commission 
in committee. The session is considered 
nearly, if not quite, half through, and the 
House committee has reached Sec. 9 of a 
total of over 300 sections, while the Senate 
committee has done nothing but listen to 
speeches. This talk, however, has developed 
grave doubts as to the constitutionality of 
the proposed code, and violent opposition to 
the intended divorce of the State and county 
taxes and the scheme for assessing and tax- 
ing the railroads. No one imagines that the 
néw code has much virtue with these 
cut out bodily, fearing, with many 
others, that these complications will enable 
the enemies of all revenue legislation 
to secure the adjournment of the Thirty-fifth 


General Assembly without any report what- 
ever. Senator Crabtree prepared a bill which 
he hopes will prove an alternative measure. 
He has not shown the bill to anyone and does 
not care to discuss its provisions at this time. 
He declares that he wants no one to pledge his 
support for the bill, but wishes to secure a few 
assurances of support in an effort he will 
make to suspend the rules immediately upon 
its introduction, and have a sufficient num- 
ber for general distribution printed. 

The new bill takes for its foundation the 
present revenue law, and by adopting 3 
such plans and processes as have been ad- 

udicated by the courts avoids all constitu- 
ional questions. Upon this as a parent stem 
a system of erating and pruning has been 
adopted, dropping the two leading features 
of the new e over which there has been 
so much contention. People who have talked 
with its author declare that the bill adds to 
the old law many of the minor and better 
eatures of the new. The State Board of 

qualization is retained, but, it is claimed, a 
change is made in the law governing 
it so, that the scope of its action is 
increased, whilé less is left to the 
discretion of the board. Some of the features 
of the code, in regard to the taxation of se- 
curities, stocks, and — roperty of 
all kinds, have been placed in the bill, and 
many of its provisions in regard to the as- 
sessment of all personal property. 

In the line of taxation of corporations, to 
all the presen. law’s provisions, as well as 
those proposed by the code drawn by the 
commission, the new bill has added a feature 
by which every corporation doing business 
under the laws of this State for 8 

rofit shall pay a tax of $5 per annum, whic 
is to be collected by means of a yearly license 
to be issued by the Secretary of State. The 
bili has not been submitted to any of the 
other members so far as is known, and its 
author is reticent upon the subject. It 
is impossible at present to arrive at any cer- 
tain knowied of its provisions, but there 
can be no doubt that it will add a new and in- 
teresting feature to the revenue muddle, 
which has already grown so complicated as 
to arouse serious apprehension that the ques- 
tion will be yet asource of considerable an- 


~-noyance. 


The bill will probably be introduced next 
Tuesday morning, but under the present 
slow work of the State Printer it will be a 
week or ten days before copies of it can be 
placed in the hands of those interested in 
revenue legislation, 


von BETTER JURIES. 


Senator Gibbs* Jury Commissioners Bill as 
Amended and Recommended for Passage, 

The fallowing is the full text of Senator 
Gibbs’ Jury Commissioners, bill as amended 
by the Senate Judiciary Committee and 
recommended for passage. The measure is 
now on the order of second reading in the 
Senate: 


A BILL for an act to authorize Judges of courts 
of record to appoint Jury Commissioners and 
prescribing their powers and duties. 

SE. 1. Be it enaeted, etc., That the Judges of 
the several courts of record in the several coun- 
ties of the State or a majority of said Judges in 
said several counties may in their diseretion 
choose three competent and diséreet voters 
who shall not be bylaw exempt or disqualified 
from serving as jurors, and who shall be known 
as Jury Commissioners. Of the first three so 
chosen, one shall hold his office for one year, one 
for two years, and one for three years, to be de- 
termined by lot, and every year thereafter one 
such officer shall be so chosen for the term of 
three years. Each of said Commissioners before 
entering upon the duties of his office shall take 
and subscribe to an oath of office before one of 
said Judges and shall execute a bond to the peo- 
ple of the State of Illinois in such sum and with 
such sureties as shall be required by 
such Judge, and be by him ap- 
proved, conditioned for the faithful discharge 
of his duties as such Commissioner during his 
term of office. The majority of the Judges of 
such county may remove either of such Commis- 
sioners without assigning reasons thereof, 

Sec. 2. The said Commissioners, upen entering 
upon the duties of their office, and each year 
thereafter, shall prepare a list of all electors be- 
tween the ages of 21 and 60 years and possess- 
ing necessary legal-qualifications for jury duty, 
to be known as the jury list. The name of each 

rson on said list shall be enteredin a book or 

ooks to be kept for that 22 and opposit 
said name shall be entered the age of said per- 
son, his occupation, if any, his place of resi- 
dence, giving street and number, if any, whether 
or not he is a householder, residing with his 
family, and whether or not he is a freeholder. 

SEC The said Commissioners are empow- 
ered to provide a suitable room or rooms in 
which to transact their business, and, with the 
approval of the Judges or a majority of the same. 
to appoint a clerk and the requisit number of 
assistants. The clerk, if there be one, shall be 
vn duty at the room or rooms of said Commis- 
sioners each day during the sessions of the court; 
if there be no clerk then one, at least, of said 
Commissioners shall in like manner be present, 
if so ordered. by the court. The said Commis- 
sioners shall have power, with the approval of 
the Ju or Judges, to appoint a competent 
elector in each or any vot precincts or dis- 
tricts, who shall be known as Deputy Jury Com- 
missioner, and whose du,y it shall be to furnish 
said Jury Commissioners, from time to time, as 
required, a list of the qualified electors residing 
in said voting precinct or district and such other 
information as may be required by said Jury 
Commissioners. 

Sec. 4. The said Jury Commissioners shall, 
from time to time, select from said ju list the 
requisit number of names, which shall each be 
written on a separate ticket, with the age, place 
of residence, and occupation of each, i known, 
the whole to be put into a box to be kept for that 
op — and to be known as the jury box. In 

ike manner they shall select the necessary num- 

ver of names from said jury list and from among 
those who are freeholders and householders re- 
siding with their families, whose names shail 
each be written on a separate ticket, with the 
age, place of residence, and occupation of each, 
if known, and put the whole into another 
box to be kept for that purpose and 
known as the grand-jury box. The jurors so se- 
lected shall, as near as may be, be residents of 
different parts of the county and of 
different occupations, and one or more 
of the Judges of said court shall certify 
to the clerk of the court the number 
of jurors required ateach term. The said clerk 
shall then repair to the office of the Jury Com- 
missioners and in the presence of at least two of 
said Commissioners and also In presence of the 
clerk of said Commissioners, if there be one. 
proceed to draw at random from said jury-box 
after the same shall have been woll shaken. the 
necessary number of names and shall certify the 
same to the Sheriff, to be by him summoned ac- 
cording to law. If more jurors are needed dur- 
ing said term the court shall so certify and they 
shall be drawn and summoned as above provided 
forthwith. 

Sec. 5. Whenever a grand jury shall be re- 
quired by law or by order of the Judge they shail 
be drawn from the grand jury-box and sum- 
moned in like manner as provided in the last 
section. At the end of each term of court the 
said Jury Commissioners shall ascertain the 
names of all persons who have served 
and all who have been excused as jurors 
during said term, and names of 
such as have served shail then be checked off 
from the said jury list and shail not again be 
pares in either jury box until all others on said 

ist shall have served or been found to be dis- 
qualified or exempt, and the names of all who 
have been excused shall again be placed in the 
jury box. 

Sec. 6. The said Jury Commissioners, Deputy 
Jury Commissioners, clerks, and assistants shall 
be paid for their services by the County Treas- 
urer of the several counties such compensation 
as shall be fixed by the County Board upon war- 
rants drawn by the Clerk of the County Board. 
The office expenses of said Jury Com loners 
shall be paid in like manner. how- 
ever. that the comifensation of any such Com-

— Voung 
Burnett Tiffany, the son cf Charles L. Tif- 
fany, the Union square jeweler, whose se- 
cret marriage to Bertha Pierson has made a 
great deal of gossip in social circles in this 
city, ran away today from his bride of a fort- 
night. He took the French Line steamer La 
Gascogne for Havre, and if the plans of his 
friends are carrried out it will ve a long time 
before he will be seen in New York again. 
The departure was effected with se- 
crecy, because young Mrs. Tiffany is said 
to be a very alert and energetic young 
woman.

his father, the young man left her in the 
house at No. 24 Union square, where the 
couple have been ae gy we several days. 
Young Tiffany went on ard the steamer 
with a friend who had secured a berth tor 
him, and when his wife awoke this morning 
her husband was safely over the bar and on 
his way to Europe. hen Mr. Cook was 
told ay of the disappearance of his young 
friend he said: 
Iam heartily gladjtoknowit. I have had a 
reat deal of sympathy with the young man 
rom tne start. If he has gone abroad he has 
taken the.best step possible under the circum- 
stances. The marriage was a very unfortunate 
thing, for which Burnett is much more to be 
pitied than blamed. He was drunk at the time— 
crazy drunk—so he hadn't the slightest idea of 
what he was doing. He had been drunk for sev- 
eral days; he was drunk when he went to the 
house where the young woman was staying, and 
he was drunker still when he came away. We 
supposed that the young woman was, as he rep- 
resented her, a r but honest young dress- 
maker. If such had been the case Mr. Tiffany 
would have welcomed her to his house. 
Her poverty would have been nothing in 
his eyes. He would have been glad to see his 
son married to a good woman, who would use her 
influence to restrain him, for Burnett has been a 
little wild. But stories began to come to us 
bout his wife’s character, and as soon as Mr. 
iffany heard them he positively refused to see 
his son again, stopped his allowance, and had a 
new will made, in which Burnett was cut off 
without a cent. Burnett deeply regretted his 
foily. In a short time he began to have 1 
cal illustration of some of its effects. is al- 
lowance being cut off, he ran outof money, and 
came near being in actual want. He has been 
helped by friends, no doubt, and will receive their 
assistance as long as he needs it. 


Mrs. Denmead Believed by Physicians to 
Have Died from Arsenical Poisoning. 

New York, March 12.— [Special.] —The 
most sensational development in the Den- 
mead case at New Brunswick, N. J., today 
was that which arose out of the professional 
consultation between County Physician Rice 
and Dr. H. R. Baldwin. The physicians spoke 


principally of the facts elicited by the post 


mortem examination of the body of Mrs. 
Denmead. Dr. Baldwin, an experienced phy- 
sician, gave it as his opinion that the re- 
markable state of preservation of the stomach 
and intestines indicated the presence of 

nee, Sey arsenic. On this theory Dr. 
Rice had the body reopened and the liver 
and other organs were sent to Prof. Austin 
for analysis. Not only are there signs of 
arsenical poisoning in the case of Mrs. Den- 
mead, but it has come out that Samuel Den- 
mead has told one of the officials at the jail 
that his wife during the last stages of her ill- 
ness vomited terribly—another sign of the 
presence of the poison. It is on this evidence 
that it is suspected Mr. Denmead poi- 
soned his wife; but the lawyers do not gen- 
erally believe in the theory. The more gen- 
erally accepted explanation is that she com- 
mitted suicide. Thisis not at all improbable. 
If Mrs. Denmead slept in the bed with the 
corpse of her brother-in-law for days with- 
out medicine, without care, and almost with- 
out food, it would hardly be strange if she 
became tired of life and committed suicide.

Suddenly the old statesman turns 
politician, appeals to patriotism and Boulanger, 
talks once or twice about white veal, and in a 
thrice he has a majority bound to him heart and 
soul for three years and a minority so disheart- 
ened as to be helpless. It was wonderful that 
such a man might almost make a natjon of Aus- 
tria-Hungary.

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| EULOGIZING BEECHER. - 


CHICAGO MINISTERS PAY A TRIBUTE 
TO A GREAT MAN. 


Prof. Swing Makes a Striking Story of the 
Famous Divine’s Twenty Years of Great- 
est Service to His Country from 1845 to 
1865—His Independence, Vigor, and 
Great Genius—The Rev. Dr. Noble and 
Dr. Milsted Speak of Him. 

Prof. Swing read the Ninetieth Psalm yester- 
day morning, and meant it to be—what his con- 
gregation recognized it as— tribute to Henry 
Ward Beecher. The organ solo was a dead march, 
which ended in a triumphant harmony. For the 
text Prof. Swing selected: ö 

There were giants in the earth in those days. 
Genesis, vi., 4. 

It does not seem proper that this congregation 
should permit this Sunday to pass without bring- 
ing to its heart any study or memory of the great 
American who has just passed from our country. 
You must have come hither this morning with 
some wish that your thoughts and feelings over 
the fresh tomb of the world's greatest preacher 
would nd some kindof expression. This is a 
peculiar day. It is the first Sunday of 


more than fifty years whose morning has 
not called Mr. Beecher to the sanc- 
tuary; the first morning in which he 


could not obey such a blessed invitation. That 
man’s first Sundayin the coffin is a thought 
which contains sadness enough to rob other 
themes today of their interest. In a series of 
springtimes which, in the retrospect, seems in- 
terminable, Mr. Beecher has responded like a 
child to the invitations, of sunshine, bird, and 
blossom to grasp anew God's world and man's 
world; he has rushed joyfully forth for more 
than seventy years and has extracted from the 
seasons colors and perfumes to be woven into his 
speech. This springends all the running out 
and in of that soul, and we have 
come upon a Sunday and a March which 
sing no longer any kind of carol or psalm to 
that heart. In those budding months when 
freedom was attempting to find a home in 
Kansas., the orator of the people was in our 
world; in that March when Mr. Lincoln was 
journeying to Washington, Mr. Beecher was here, 
visible as the continent. It is no common event 
that we have now come to, the end of this long, 
lasting, and brilliant spectacle. Mr. Beecher's 
greatest years were only twenty in number, lying 
between 1845 and 1865. That group of twenty 
years was made tremendous by the great ideas 
which lay beneath them. These great years 
would have been thirty had not his large themes 
died from fulfillment. We can not find fault 
with good dreams which suddenly end by coming 
true. His mind and body were equal to a longer 
service, but England needed no longer any in- 
struction as to America; Kansas needed no 
more intercession; the slaves néeded no 
more of the eloquence of abolition. The cathe- 
dral of liberty had been completed and the 
architect had only to go inside and become a 
For twenty years this wonderful 
man worked for the human race; then he wrought 
twenty more years for his parish, this last score 
of summers being.also full of power, but not to 
be compared with the time when the toil was for 
the Nation and the tasks the greatest upon earth. 
In the greater period he seemed under the em- 
p loy of the people to plead their cause in poli- 
tics and religion. His pulpit moved around in 
the daily press, and was onthe banks of the Ohio 
and the Missouri, while, as the old Scottish clans 
sprang forth from the bushes when their chief- 
tain gave a blast on his ‘trumpet, the audiences 
of this evangelist issued at his call from all the 
hills of the East and the waving grass of the 
West. In times’ of deep distress the slaves’ souls 
cried out with the Scotch poet: 
„O. for a blast of that dread horn, 
On Fontarabian echoes borne.” 


The public services of Daniel Webster did not 
cover so wide a space in time, nor did the great 
career of Abraham Lincoln take in so many cir- 
cles of the sun; to Mr. Beecher must be given 
the fame and gratitude fora battle long fought 
and well fought to the final perfect triumph. 

The philosophy of his history was about of this 
outline. He was an inborn, vast genius, so sen- 
sitive that he became Americanized easily ano 
deeply. As Angelo under Italy and the Medici 
became, colored by art, as Goethe absorbed all 
the sweet odors and bewildering fancy of Ger 
many, as Shakspeare caught all of his age in his 
wide mental drag-net. thus Henry Ward Beecher 
became Americanized, and from his brain came 
forth an American politics and an Amer- 
ican® religion. These two structures arose 
at the same time, whether side by side or one 
within the other cannot be affirmed. You may 
if you choose say the new politics was the ex- 
ternal temple. the new religion a golden altar 
within. Ut will matter little what form of figure 
the thought may assume, the truth remains that 
under the hand of this one workman there sprang 
up a new form of both politics and religion. The 
rationalism and humanity which ied slaves up 
out of bondage could not do otherwise than lead 
God's children out of old Puritanism with its 
election, reprobation, and literal and eternal 
fire. For yo tye J years without intermission 
rolled forth this eloquence about justice as be- 
tween man and man and as between God and 
man. 

The son inherited from his father the disposi- 
tion and the courage to become practical and do 
the best things for an age and in the best light of 
an 2 Lyman Beecher came into this world 
for the purpose of seeing it. His eye was never 
closed, his tongue never tied. His speech was 
clear and sharp. He 2 drinking whiskies 
and brandies a habit of even tne clergy. The 
moment he saw this serpent’s head he struck at 
it. Theclergy had listened to it as did their 
weak mother, but when Lyman Beecher came 
along he denounced the serpent as a falsifier and 

an pounding it. 

here is now a generation in active life in our 
land who did not see the uprising of this eminent 
man, and hence they can not measure the 
hight of his well-earned fame. Our land is not 
mourning fora great writer; Irving and Macau- 
lay had more historic loreand literary grace than 
Mr. Beecher possessed; Longfellow more and 
better poetry; Lamartine and Coleridge could 
surpass himin describing nature. Winckelmann 
and Ruskin were greater in delineating the merit 
and demerit in art. A heart or a mind of a tyne 
differing from all these immortals has found the 
end in death. Beecher joined the benevo- 
lence of a Wilberforce to the eloquence 
of a Henry Clay or a Webster; he did 
not have an eloquence that could express his- 
tory, but an eloquence that could make it. A 
Macaulay could write a page, but a Beecher 
could help make the nation that must fill the

The Rev. Dr. Noble Deplores Some of the 
Great Preacher's Views. 

The Rev. Frank A. Noble of the Union Park 
Congregational Church preached a memorial 
sermon on Henry Ward Beecher's life and infiu- 
ence before a large audience yesterday morning. 
For fifty years Mr. Beecher had been among the 
greatest of Christian preachers, and had stood 
in the front of every great movement for the 
betterment of mankind. In late years Mr. 


standards which the best Christian scholars had 
erected for their guide. His ideas of evolution 
and of future punishment did not rest 


upon a solid foundation, hut were of the same 
warp and woof as dreams. They were not in ac- 
cord with the Bible, or with the interpretation 
put upon it - Him who preached the sermon on 
the mount, r. Beecher brought to the pulpit a 
prodigious intellectual 1 and a mind 
of extraordinary power. e could think rapidly 
and well, but he had a big heart, and he was 
swayed too much by pis feelings. They led him 
astray. More thougift and more feeling were 
needed in the affuirs of men, but it would 
not do to put thought and feeling in the 
place of act. God covered too much 
und to be spelled out in the pulse- 
eats of the most rapidimagination. In anoth- 
er aspect, Mr. Beecher's influence was not alto- 
gether for good. His views on future punish- 
ment led to the breaking down of the belief of 
men in the truth of the Scriptures. If Univer- 
salism was true, then there was no harm in Mr. 
Beecher's teachings, but if it was not true who 
could measure the evil wrought to souls? Dr. 
Noble deplored the fact that Mr. Beecher had 
lent countenance to certain amusements, and 
said, judging from what he saw on the bill-boards 
and in the newspapers, that he doubted whether 
Mr. Beecher's familiarity w.th Ellen Terry and 
Henry Irving had not done as much harm as 
good. Speaking for himself, Dr. Noble said he 
thought that it was better for themselves, for re- 
ligion, and the world that ministers of the Gos- 
pel should keep themselves rigidly aloof from all 
such influences. 

Turning then to the merits of Mr. Beecher, 
Dr. Noble said that he stood in the forefront of 
Christian-ministers of his time, and that, despite 
all his vagaries, the great body of his sermons 
were not only sound, when measured by the se- 
verest test of orthodoxy, but were full of the 
highest conception of Christ.

It 
opened with a detailed history of the great 
preacher’s ancestors, home surroundings and 
early life, and broadened into a denk. A ro- 
view. was taken of all his active public labors, his 
influence, disinterestedness, success, and mo- 
tives, and closed with some not unkindly criti- 
cism. “It must be admitted,“ said Mr. Milsted, 
“that Beecher was given to saying things that 
were neither called for in religion nor approved 
of by good taste. During the anti-slavery con- 
test and during the War he could le- 
gitimately say many startling things. But 
when the ess-exciting times of peace 
came he seems to have strfven for startling 
things in order to make a point. He made a 
reputation by being able and willing to say any- 
thing, even to quoting profanity in pulpit, as 
he is said to have done on a‘muchtalked-df oc- 
casion when beginning his sermon on a very hot 
day. Many things that he said made the multi- 
tude laugh, though they made the judicious 
grieve.“ Mr. Milsted closed by * Re- 
garding the dark cloud that hangs over his great 
name.it is not necessary for me to say anything. 
But I can recommend that we exercise som of 
that charity of Him who, even when guilt was 
certain, said: Neither do I condemn thee.’ I 
have often thought what a grand life Henry Ward 
Beecher's would have been if, after its fullness 
of great gifts and powers and after the multitude 
of great works, it had gone on to its bright close 
undimmed by Pe shadow of suspicion. How 
proud we should all have been of him—how we 
would have delighted to do him honor—one of 
the greatest of America’s great sons! But 
through some one’s fault that dream is rudely 
shattered.” 


THE REV. CALVIN BLACKWELL. 
The Rev. Calvin S. Blackwell preached at the

He gave Beecher the credit of being one of the 
; Sympathized

in history; rejoiced in the benefit that accrued to 
the church universal through his unfolding of 
Christ as the expression of the love of God; but 
pointed out that through aE to attach 
sufficient importance to e “authoritative 
Christ of the first three Gospels he could not 
compare with Alexander Campbell, who, though 
only 20 years dead. had left behind him a denom- 
ination numbering 500,000 members. Plymouth 
Church would be dead in about a@ year, would 
have lost its continuity of history in ten years, 
and then be known as an undenominational so- 
ciety with which the name of Beecher was once 
associated. 


SERVICES IN PLYMOUTH CHURCH. 


Dr. Lyman Abbott’s Estimate of the Dead 
Pastor—Father NcGlynn's Letter. 

New YORK, March 13.—[Special.]—Plymouth 

Church could not have held many more people 

than crowded into it this morning to hear Dr. 

Lyman Abbott's estimate of Mr. Beecher’s char-

If the ne- 
cessity of life is a creed Mr. Beecher bas made a 
great mistake and his theological teachings were 
all wrong. The departure from the narrow the- 
ology to the broad humanity which he led has 
been great. He believed in the pro-

o Mr. Beecher, books wehr only a means to an 
end; he did not stop at th as some men do, at 
the cobwebs on the window, and so men called 
him unbelieving. There was nota phenomenon 
of nature that he did not study in the hope of 
finding a trace of God in it. and he has left that 
faith to you asa legacy.

for he never hesitated to put his witnesses of 
thought on the stand and submit them to every 
questioning.

being. He believed in the awfuiness of sin, but 
he did not believe in a nishment without rea- 
son, and the future will not believe it.

Those who ve- 
lieve that religion is a creed, that God finished 
his speaking to the world 1. yeurs ago, did weil 
to antagonize Mr. Beecher, and will do well to 
antagonize his teachings in-coming years, but 
those who believe that God is of today can never 
do dishonor to the man we loved on earth. But 
no one can ever take out of the brain what Mr. 
Beecher put into it, or take from the American 
heart the hope that Mr. Beecher planted there.”

The Death of the French Prince Imperial. 

CHICAGO, March 11.—( Editor of The Tribune,? 
I notice in your edition of this date a 2 
headed. Where Prince Napoleon Died,” which 
is apparently an extract from the writings or 
lectures of Archibald Forbes, war correspondent 
forthe London News during the Zulu campaign. 
Iam well aware of the fact that Mr. Forbes has . 
been generally acknowledged the legitimate sub- 
ceasor of Baron Munchausen, but in this instance 
I think the rr is more tho result 
of slipshod English than any direct intention to 
mislead. The inference on reading the article in 
8 is that the Prince Imperial was killed at 

sanhiwana. Now, as a matter of fact. the disas- 
trous action at that place oectrred Jan. 22, 1875, 
two months before the Prince left Kugland. 

The circumstanges of his death. briefly nar- 
rated, were as follows: June 1. 1879, accompanied 
by Lient. Carey, Ninety-eighth Regiment, and six 
troopers of Berrington s irregular horse, he left 
Brig.-Gen. Wood's camp at ‘Itelezi, east of the 
Blood River, on the frontier of the Transvaal 
territory bordering on Zululand, for the pu 
of making some topogruphicul sketches. About 
noon the party reached a deserted kraal or 
native village, called Edatu, and off saddled for 
lunch. The kraal was surrounded by maize 
fields and was in every respect a most unsafe 
spot on account of the cover it afforded to any 
natives who might be in ambush. When the 
party had finished their repust the Prince gave 
the word to saddle, and, as one of the survivors 
told me. as the men were in the act of getting into 
the saddle a volley was fired from amon the 
maize and two of the troopers fell, The rince's 
horse became restive and the saddle-flap broke 
oft in his hand. Finding he could not mount he 
endeavored to make bis escape on foot, but was 
overtaken after he had run about A0 yards and 
assegaied. The escort boited, the gallant Lieu- 
tenant setting them the example, and did not 
pull rein until two or three miles from the scene 
of action, when forthe first time the survivors 
noticed the absence of the Prince. The foliow- 
ing morning six troops of cavalry under Gen. 
Marshall proceeded to search for the b , the 
writer, then holding a commission in the ven- 
teenth Lancers, being one of the number. The 
unfortunate Prince was found lying in a gull 
about 200 yards from the kraal, stripped nuke 
with the exception of a necklace, to which was 
attached a locket with medallion, portraits, and 
hair, and a scapulury with an A us 

or medal of the Virgin 
There were eighteen wounds on

In the kraal itself . 
found the bodies of the two troopers also — 
by several assegai wounds, A bier was formed 
of lances and blankets and the body lifted on it 
by the officers present who were highest in rank, 

Prince died like a brave man, sword in hand, 
fucing the foe. All the wounds were in front. 
Mr. Archibald Forbes was not present when the 

y was recovered, his assertion to the cont 

notwithstanding. I would add that no incident 
during this unfortunate war caused more sincere 
sorrow amongst the troops than this, and the 
feeling against the escort and its commander ran 
very high. The only consolation we could find 
was the fact that with one exception no regular 
soldiers were present.

Speaker Carlisle Glorities the Democratic 
Party in an After-Dinner Speech, 
Boston, Mass., March 12.—President Taylor 
presiaed at the banquet of the Bay State Club to- 
night, Among the guests were; John G. Carlisle, 
W. M. Springer, Jeff Chandler, Stilson Hutchins, 
A. E. Stevenson, Gen. J. M. Carse, and Gen. W. 
S. Rosecrans. Dinner over, President Taylor 
rapped to order, and in a brief speech introduced 
the principal speaker, John G. Carlisle, whose 
chief virtue, he said, was that he had been de- 
nounced by Senator Hoar, Speaker Carlisle was 
greeted with great applause, After expressing 
his thanks for his cordial reception, he said: 
“You must permit me to tender the sincere 
thanks of the Kentucky Democracy not only for 
what you have done in the past, but also for what 
they know you intend to do in the future. You 
will pubbean s Massachusetts to remain always 


a Republican State. Old prejudices are passing 
away. Massachusetts is already moving towards. 
the Democratic position, with the State 
Club in front,and your brethren everywhere ho 
to see hei on the right of the line in 1888, 
principle of iocal self-government is the vital 
part of Democracy. The amendment to the Con- 
stitution declares that the powers not delegated 
to the United States by the Constitution, nor 
prohibited by it to the States, are reserved to 
the States, respectively, or to the people, 
By this constitutional doctrine of State ts 
the Democratic party of this count stands to- 
day as it always has stood and as, I trust, it will 
stand forever hereafter. Loud applause. } 
Twenty-five years ago the tendency was to carry 
this doctrine to a dangerous extreme, but since 
that time the dangerous extreme has threatened 
from quite an opposit direction. The argument 
is that whatever the States will not do. or cannot 
do, must be done by Congress or the departments 
of the General Government, and that, ind — 
ently of these specific grants of power, it te 
right and the duty of a Government to exercise a 
general supervision and control over all the con- 
cerns of the people. Mr. President, this is not 
the Democratic doctrine as I understand it, and 
it never was. [Tremendous cheers.] It meuns 
centralization first, and inevitable dissolution 
afterwards. 

‘* Portunately, we have at last been itted 
to inaugurate a Democratic National Adminis- 
tration, and more fortunately still that Adminis- 
tration, by 1ts conservative and patriotic course, 
by its honest and faithful execution of the laws, 
and by its regard forthe rights of all classes of 
men, has given abundant assurance that the Ex- 
ecutive power can be safely trusted to our hands. 
This country was never better governed than it 
is now [cheers], and it Was never more ee 
and conten than itis now. Itis true t 
abuses still exist, but they were not inaugurated 
by this Administration. Many of them have 
already been corrected, and most of those that 
remain are not underthe control of the Executive 
Department alone. It is not my purpose, gen- 
tlemen, to discuss the revenue question upon 
this occasion. It is too large a subject to be pre- 
sented fully in the time at my disposal and too 
important a subject to be treated hastily. It is 
enough to say in conclusion that in my judgment 
the Governwent has no moral orl 
impose taxes upon its citizens except for 
pose of raising a revenue to defray its necessary 
expenses and pay ite just debts. [Loud cheer- 
ing.] Whenever it goes beyond this it disregards, 
in my opinion, the plain purpose for which the 
power of taxation was conferred upon it. [Loud 
applause.} And I -believe this is the ne of 
an overwhelming majority of the American 
Democracy.”

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VESSELMEN CONFIDENT. 


A PROSPEROUS SHIPPING SEASON PRE- 
DICTED BY EVERYBODY. 
3 

Everything in Favor of It—Opening of Nav- 
igation Anxiously Looked For—The 
Grain Fleet to Get Away Early in April 
—Higher Prices Because of the Big 
Boom ig the Iron Trade—An Impend- 
ing Coal Famine. 


Not in many years have Chicago vesselmen 
been so confident of a prosperous shipping sea- 
son as now. Every condition is directly in their 
favor. Consequently they are anxiously looking 
forward for the opening of navigation, which 
promises to be somewhat earlier than usual. 
The mild weather that has prevailed during the 
last few weeks, combined with heavy rain storms 
and violent winds, has caused the ice fields in 
this end of Lake Michigan to disappear, and a re- 
port came from the straits yesterday that the ice 
there is but nine inches thick. As it is not 
likely that new ice will form to any extent 
the chances are that the grain fleet will get away 
from Chicago early in April. Some of the lum- 
ber vessels will go into commission just as soon 
as the shipping ports can be entered. That may 
be within two weeks. 

The boom in the iron trade has done more than 
anything else to fill vesselmen with hope, as the 
freighting of ore from the m to the mills 
is the basis on which they make their cal- 
culations. Two years ago, and several years 
before, one half of the iron furnaces were idle. 
Now all of them are running in full blast. 
with contracts already on hand to keep 
them. busy night and day for a 
or more. They were busy last 
year and vessel property paid higher premiums 
on investments than during any season since 
1876, Iron furnsces will be busier this year than 
they were last, for they are under contract to 
furnish iron and steel for 6,500 miles of new rail- 
road, ‘Last year vessels carried 3,500,000 tons of 
ore. The entire stock was sold almost before 
the first fake of snow had fallen, and the de- 
mand for ore has been so great that a considera- 
dle amount has been shipped by rail during the 
winter. 
something like 4,500,000 tons, or 1,000,000 tons 
greater than last year. It may be even greater 
than the estimate, as several new mines have 
recently been opened up. Increased ore ship- 
ments mean increased earnings for vessels, as a 
lurge 1 of the lake fleet will be em- 
ployed in the ore- carrying trade throughout the 
tire season. In fact, one-half or more of the 
standard tonnage of the lakes is already under 
contract to ore shippers and at much nigher 
rates than have been paid before in many years. 
In 1885 ore was carried from Escanaba to Cleve- 
land as low as 65 cents a ton. Last year season 
contracts were made at $1. This year vessels are 
in demand at $1.45 for ten trips, whieh is a fair 
season's work, or $1.40 for six trips. Lake Su- 
perior ore contracts show a corresponding ad- 
vance, the market rates being $2.15 from Ash- 
land and $1.65 from Marquette, In other words, 
vessels that have taken season contracts will 
earn about 40 per cent more than they did on the 
contracts they took a year ago. Even with so 
much tonnage on their hands shippers are still 
seeking for more, and active competition is kéep- 
ing freights very stiff. 

method of making ore contracts has been 
radically cha Last year several leading ves- 
sel brokers in Cleveland, which is the great iron- 
ore market of the world, took immense blocks 
of ore to deliver, and by sending out fictitious 
reports about the ore trade succeeded in tying 
up a considerable number of vessels at nominal 
figures. The scheme was exposed before the 
season was over, and vessel-owners who had not 
been tricked into signing contracts forced 
freights up so high that the wily brokers came 
very near being bankrupted. They lost lots of 
money and learned a lesson. This year, instead 
of speculating on ore contracts, the brokers are 
satisfied to earn a fair commission by con- 
tracting individual vessels. This lan 
is much more satisfactory to vessel-owners, as 
they can now deal direct with shippers without 
being bled by middlemen. Another feature in 
connection with ore contracting is that many of 
the vessels under contract are pledged to return 
light to the shipping docks after discharging 
their cargoés. In former years it has been cus- 


tomary for ore carriers to go back with Coal, but

50 per cent higher freights than they a year 
ago. But this is partly due to the fact that fewer 
vessels wintered at Chicago. In the fall 
of 1885 lake traffic flattened out long before the 
close of navigation, and as there was no indica- 
tions of improvement many vessel-owners-can- 
celed their insurance policies and placed their 
tonnage in winter quarters. About 6,000,000 bush- 
els corn-carrying capacity wintered here and was 
loaded before the open of navigation in the 
spring. Last fall vessels remained in commis- 
sion until the straits became choked with ice. 
Cargoes of ore were carried down in the middle 
of December, obliging vessels to winter at Lake 
Erie ports. But a little more than 3,000,000 bush- 
els grain capacity wintered here, and of that 
2,643,000 bushels is already loaded. Not to ex- 
ceed 550,000 bushels capacity is left unchartered 
and it is expected that part of that will 
go direct into the ore and lumber trades when 
navigation opens. Freights are quoted at six 
cents on corn to Buffalo. Immense stocks are in 
store at both this port and Duluth, and the at 
quantity of corn tis yet to come forward in- 
sures active grain shipments for at least a good 
part of the season. At Duluth there is upwards 
of 150,000 barrels of flour awaiting shipment. A 
letter received from a leading vessel agent of 
that port yesterday — a seven- cent wheat 
freight to Buffalo.

Terrible Mutiny of Prisoners in a Russian 
Province. 

Lonpon, March 12.— [New York Mail and 
Express Special Cable. —A terrible prison 
mutiny has occurred at Revel, in the Russian 
Proviuce of Esthonia, on the Gulf of Finland. 
The revolt included 300 prisoners, who 
rebelled against the prison authorities be- 
cause the Governor provided them with? bad 
food. The Governor, in fear of his life, took 
refuge in the guard-house, which was de- 
fended by fourteen soldiers. The mutineers 
offered to surrender on condition that the 
Governor should be dismissed from his post. 
The Governor would make no conditions, and 
at his order the soldiers fired repeatedly on 
the unprotected prisoners and kept up the 
massacre until the mutinous mob was leveled 
to the ground. Fifty were killed and a num- 
ber wounded. This crushed the rebellion, 
and the Governor of the province has since 
congratulated the Governor of the prison on 
maintaining order at any cost.

A BULL MARKET THE BEST. 


WHEN 


SPECULATION MORE ACTIVE 
PRICES ARE ADVANCING. 


The Recent Flurry on the Chicago Board 
of Trade Causing Customers to Desert 
Stocks for Grain and Provisions—Alleged 
New York Humor in Kegard to Chica- 
go’s Fiftieth Anniversary—Edward Un- 
ger Haunted by the Dismembered Parts 
of the Body of His Victim. 

New York, March 12.— [Special.]— The 


Mail and Express says today: 

The successful speculation for an advance in 
pork, which extended last week through the 
whole list on the New York Produce Exchange 
and Chicago Board of Trade, has caused a marked 
and sudden diversion of speculation from Wall 
street and the stock market, as it did before in 
1879, and from which it returned to railway stocks 
again in 1888-86 because of an advancing market 
in the latter and a declining one for the former. 
This sw of speculation from one thing to 
another, and always away from dec to 
advancing markets, shows the natural bent of 
American speculation toward the bull side, and 
that it only shifts to the bear side temporarily 
when it been driven by losses out of = 
speculative market. That a bull market is al. 
ways preferred is shown by this migration of 
speculators whenever one can be found. Be- 
sides a bull market is always a more active mar- 
ket, because it has the public trading, while the 
bears are . 1 speculators, 
More than this, a bull market is an attendant 
of, if not actually a sign of and fore- 
runner of, good times and general prosperity; 
while a bear market is the reverse. Hence the 
foriner is always welcomed by everybody but the 
professionals and wreckers, as it means pros- 
perity to all others and to the business of the 
whole country. ' 

A case in point is the Chicago Board of Trade, 
which has been the at American bear garden 
for three years, until its commission and legiti- 
mate business was nearly ruined, and its Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means, to get back lost 
trade, has been devising one scheme after 
another in vain for the last year, among which 
was the recent put-and-call business. But 
with one week's turn in the produce market from 
the bear to the bull side has come a complete 
transformation in the business of the Chicago 

rd as well as in the Produce Exchange, 
where dealings have more than quadrupled in 
every article that has been advanced, and every- 
body is buying and the public are in the market 
once more after nearly three years’ absence. 
The result is seen in the following dispatch from 


Chic : : 

5 The Board of Trade sees in the advance in one 
article after another along the whole line of the 
produce markets a revival of the speculative 
activity. Already the commission houses and 
brokers are busy and happy, for orders are pour- 
ingin upon them from all over the country, and 
business has increased 100 per cent in the last 
ten days, or since the bull movement set in on 
pork. Board of Trade memberships, which had de- 
clined during the last three years of bear markets 
nearly one-half, are now likely to be worth 
something as an investment again, as their hold- 
ers can make a living in a legitimate commission 
business in the produce markets once more, 
which could not have been done in the last three 

ears, and hence the decline from $3,000 to 
1,800.””

Exchange business, and memberships which de- 
clined in the same time from the same causes 
from $4,000 to #2,100 would have gone lower had 
not a strong syndicate been formed last year to 
hold them above $2,200.

HAUNTED BY HIS VICTIM. 


The Terrible Apparition Which Comes to 
Edward Unger Every Night. 

New Yorks, March 12.—[Special. |—Edward 
Unger, who was sent to Sing Sing for lifea 
menth ago for the murder of August Bohle, 
is now in the hospital of the prison a sufferer 
from nervous prostration and almost a 
maniac. He killed his roommate, cut him up, 
and sent him away in a trunk. His physical 
strength before his trial was great and his 
steadiness of nerve in court was surprising, 
but his stamina is all gone and he has be- 
come a miserable, cowering wreck. On his 
first morning in the prison he told a keeper 
that he had n visited during the night by 
his dismembered victim; who had 
p to reconstruct himself in 
the terrifled prisoner's resence. Of 
this delusion he could not be disabused. He 
firmly believed it was reality. Every night it 
came to him, and atthe end of a week the 
superstitious convict was delirious. In the 
hospital it has been the same with him, ex- 
cept when he is k>pt under narcotic influence. 
Every night he seesthe mangled pieces of 
his friend strewn about the room, where they 
lie awhile inanimately, as they did before he 
packed them in the trunk and threw the head 
into the river. Then the fragments begin to 
quiver. Soon they move slowly toward each 
other until they are in a ghastly heap. Next, 


But the head is missing. At length that, too, 
comes into the room, with its hair dripping 
with the water of the river in which it has 
lain. With a horrible smile on its face it 
places itself on the shoulders of the figure, 
and. menaces the murderer. Unger shrieks 
out at this point, and the apparition vanishes 
from his imagination. All efforts have failed 
to relieve him of these awful visions, and the 
— physician advises his removal to the 
tate asylum for tunatic criminals.

A FOUR-OARED RACE. 


What Ned Hanlan Has to Say on This In- 
teresting Subject. 
[From a Recent Interview.} 

4 It is different in a four-oared boat. There 
is not quite so much slide and a man can pull 
an oar from thirty-six to forty-four strokes a 
minute with advantage. The English col- 
lege oarsmen row better fhan the Americans 
because they have studied rowing scien- 
tifically and know what they are about. 
They sit more erect and pull their shoulders 
and legs and bring no strain upon their 
stomach. They dofi’t tire themselves out 
with extra work, and they swing straight 
fore and aft. The wee-waw stroke of some 
of our crews is ridiculous. English oarsmen 
generally train more carefully and sensibly 
than Americans, although our college men 
generally do well in that line. American 
professionals as a rule don’t know how to 
train properly and are careless. The old sys- 
tem of training was to put a man on about 
one-fifth his usual diet, give him raw beef, 
and work the life and heart out of him. There’s 
no sense in that sort of thing. A man 
who trains that way rows one race, and then 
he is no good any more. I believe in humoring 
nature and treating the human system as 
though it had some rights a trainer is bound 
to respect. My system of training is very 
complete. I go out every day and row my 
distance steadily. Itis a work by which I 
make my living, and I don’t make child’s 
play of it. No stopping to chat with every 
man in a boat I happen to meet and gettin 
chilled. I pull up the course, turn aroun 
and pull straight back again without a stop. 
At the float a man takes care of my shell 
while I go into the nouse, and get rubbed 
down at once. The body cools slowly while 
being rubbed, and then I take a shower, 
most.of it on my shoulders and back, and just 
enough on my head to cool it. Then a thor- 
ough drying with towels, tollowed by vigor- 
ous hand-rubbing, not slapping, but honest 
rubbing. I have a man to do ali this rubbing 
forme. The practice of plunging into the 
water as soon as one steps out of a boat is

bad. The shock is too sudden, and it affects 
the brain. It makes me dizzy to do that. 
While I’m training Ii don’t! stint my- 
self in diet. I eat plain, wholesome 
food, plenty of vegetables and stale bread. 

I don’t 
smoke much at any time, but I don’t stop 
when training, and if I need a drop of gin to 
warm me up | takeit. In a fifteen mile row 
Ihave lost six pounds weight. Weil, you 
can be sure 1 put it back again at the table. 
Instead of eating less than ordinarily, I eat 
more when training, because I do more work 
and need more fuel. My bréakfast averages

Ortawa, Ont., March 12.—It is thought in 
official circles that no legislation will be 
necegsary during the approaching session of 
Parliament on the fisheries question, the as- 
sent of the Imperial Government having 
been given to the bill passed at the last ses- 
sion.

It is ques- 
tionable, however, whether the Government 
will permit of much further tinkering of the 
tariff, as the tendency of the numerous 
changes is to create a feeling of unrest in 
the mercantile community.

HOW DEMOCRATIC “INBLOOENCE” WAS 
USED ON THE NORTH SIDE. 


Johnny O'Malley Attempts to Put Up «a 
Frathe Building in Spite of the Law—A 
Neighbor Who Objects Finds Consider- 
able Difficulty in Securing the Co-oper- 
ation of the Police in Putting a Stop to 
Operations—An Interesting Tale. 

“ Forninst the alley on the west side of 
Sedgwick street, midway between Huron 
and Superior streets, a partly-completed 
frame dwelling reared its deserted front 
Thursday afternoon. The busy sound of the 
hammer and plane was stilled, and ever and 
anon the officer on beat cast an official glare 
in the direction of the inoffensive timbers. 
The why and wherefore is rather funny. In 
the first place the neighborhood itself is a 
sort of a joke. The lots are about ten feet 
below the grade of the streets, and from the 
sidewalk the pedestrian looks into the sec- 
ond-story windows. The buildings are a hap- 
hazard jumble of big brick factomes and 
diminutive frame dwellings, and from the 
general appearance of things it would 
seem that the latter had been scattered 
broadcast, after the fashion of handbills, 
from the top of the factories and left where 
they fell. The building in question stands 
on the rear of two lots, 24x100 feet, which 
front on Superior street. It is, or will be 
when finished, 20x44 feet and two stories 
high. It stands ten feet below the grade of 
the street and was to have been raised to 
grade as soon as the roof wason. Yesterday 
the uprights were up, the floor joists laid, 
and three sides and part of the fourth were 
covered with sheathing. 

Officer Moritz who was keeping a watchful 
eye on the premises, had the following story 
to tell: 

„Well, you see, they laid in some lumber 
an’ got the sticks ready for raising Monday. 
That isn’t against the ordinance, an’ 80 
nothin’ was said to ’em. It’s buildin’, not 
gettin’ ready to build, that the inspector 
jumps on. This mornin’, soon’s twas light 
enough to see, twenty carpenters set to work 
like good ones, and they most had the house 
finished fore we knowed it. Bout quarter 
to8 Il walkedinon 'em in citizen’s clothes, 
and when they caught onto me comin’ they 
lit out over the fence an’ through the back 
yards. I held on to one man an’ walked him 


over to the station. The neighbors are 
kickin’ an’ I b’lieve they're gettin’ out an 
injunction. It's John F. O'Malley that’s 
puttin’ up the buildin’; but I don’t s’pose it'll 
get much farther. An’ the ordinance don’t 
say you can take it down, so I guess it'll 
have to stand just as it is till it drops of its 
own free will.“ 

On theo corner of Huron and Sedgwick 
streets lives A. Soehngen, a well-to-do Ger- 
man, in a large frame house—built, of course, 
before the fire limits invluded the neighbor- 
hood. Heisoneof the protesting citizens 
and the story he tells is more picturesque and 
goes more into details than that told by the 
ofticer. His English 1s considerably accented 
and the type could not begin to do justice to 
his manner of recital. It appears that the 
neighborhood is in the Seventeenth Ward, 
and is historical in that it is prolific in the 
material which makes history. Within a 
stone’s throw of the building in controversy 
reside at least a dozen Democratic aspirants 
for the proud position of Alderman, 
while O'Malley himself has been Supervisor 
and is laying his wires to get his name on the 
slate for the same office this spring. Seeing 
O’Malley’s preparations for building a num- 
ber of the neighbors talked it over and de- 
cided that it wouldn’tdo. Among them were 
Mr. Olsen, Mr. Bolsen, Mr. Anderson, Mr. 
Brown, and Mr. Soehngen. They agreed to 
keep their eyes open, and, as soon as = 
tions should begin, to call the police. es- 
terday * at 5:15 Mrs. Soehngen was 
awakened by the sound of saws, hammers, 
and planes. She awakened her liege lord, 
and, peering through the gloom of the earl 
dawn, they saw aswarm of workmen build- 
ing the house at a rate that was 24 — 
Mr. Soehngen dressed in all possible haste, 
and started as fast as his legs would carr 
him for the Chicago Avenue Station. Half- 
way there he met Mr. Olsen returning 
from the station with dejection written on 

is countenance. Ven comes de bolice!“ 
asked Mr. Soehngen. The oniy reply was a 
melancholy shake of Mr. Olsen’s head. 
“Vhy?’ Mr. Olsen then unbosomed him- 
self to the effect that Mr, O’Malley was too 
good a Democrat for the police to interfere 
and that they would do nothing. This state 
of affairs made Mr. Soehngen mad, and, re- 
marking that he was as good a Republican 
as Mr. O’Malley was a Democrat, he acceler- 
ated his pace for the abiding p of the 
majesty of the law. Arrived at the station, 
the night sergeant said that Capt. Schaack 
had not yet arrived, and that he was conse- 
quently powerless. Mr. Soehngen thereupon 
hastened to No. 227 State street and pounded 
upon the Captain’s door, but without effect. 
Then he posted back to the station and 
stormed. The night sergeant at length 
condescended to listen to his story 
and when it was unfolded in all its horrid de- 
tails loftily reminded him that Mr. O’Mally 
was a Democrat and a politician of “‘infloo- 
ence,“ and could not be bothered with such 
trifles. Soehngen, however, knew his rights, 
and informed the sergeant that in the ab- 
sence of Capt. Schaack he was in authority, 
and that he did not dare to allow a clear vio- 
lation of the law to pass unheeded: He stuck 
to it until an officer was sent to the building, 
whereupon he ged along behind to see 
what was done. o policeman walked calm- 
ly over to the building, shook hands with the 
foreman of the carpenters, borrowed a chew 
of tobacco, and after standing around awhile 
sauntered back to the station. Soehngen 
waited awhile for the carpenters to stop 
work, and his growing wrath grew volcanic 
when an additional gangof men appeared 
and went to work. At the station, upon his 
second visit, he fairly made things 
jump, so mad was he. He insisted 
upon having the patrol- n ordered 
out, and vowed he wouldn't leave 
till it was started and dared the sergeant to 
refuse to order it out. Well, where is the 
shanty ye’re howlin’ about?” asked the very 
officer who had made the sociable call upon 
the foreman. Nefer mind vere dot ‘ shandy’ 
os,“ vociferated Mr. Soehngen; “ shust go 
right back vere you come from and shake 
again hands wid de same man and dot’s the 
‘shandy.’”’ So the patrol-wagon was started 
at last. But instead of starting with a rattle 
and a bang, with horses on the full jump and 
gong ringing, the horses were held down toa 
walk and demure trot as if the wagon was 
about to take partin the funeral procession 
of Mr. O'Malley. On the corner of Market 
and Huron streets was a small boy, all eyes. 
At the alley between Huron and Superior 
was another good Democrat of diminutive 
size.

HOLLAND'S FUTURE. 


Germany Standing Ready to Gobble It. 

New York Sun: According to the provis- 
ions of the Succession bill passed Monday 
by the Dutch Chamber of Deputies, nothing 
but the life of a girl less than 7 years of age 
stands between Holland and inclusion in the 
federative State which Bismarcx has created. 
In the contingency contemplated the Bata- 
rian lowlands would revert, after an inde- 
pendent existence of about three centuries, to 
relations analogous to those which they for- 


merly sustained to the holy Roman Empire. 


In security and real digmty Holland would 
lose nothing by the ch „for since the 
French Revolution she has n indebted for 
autonomy less to her inherent power than to 
the jealousies of her great neighbors. Thence- 
forth she would be guaranteed against for- 
eign encroachments—the German of the 
Platt-Deutsch district 1s a brother, not a for- 
eigner—while she would retain at the same 
tame the large measure of local self-govern- 
mentenjoyed by Bavaria and Saxony. What 
Bismarck would gain by the transaction is 
obvious enough, since the acquisition of Hol- 
land’s maritime resources and East Indian 
dependencies would at once transform the 
German Empire into a great naval and co- 
lonial power, besides opening the prospect of 
large ultimate accessions through the Dutch- 
speaking peoples in South Africa. If Ger- 
many is ever to dispute with England the 
sceptre of the seas, the absorption of the 
— Countries is an indispensable pre- 
uisit. 

far as the Grand Duchy of Luxembu 
is concerned— which, it will be remem 
has not a legislative, but only a dynastic con- 
nection with Holland—arrangements were 
made several years BRO for its transfer, on 
the death of King William III., to Duke 
Adolphus of Nassau, who was after Sadowa 
dispossessed of his inherited dominions. The 
same Prince, as the representative of the 
elder line of Nassau, had put forward a claim 
also to succession in the Low Countrie 
which would have been acknowled vali 
had the Salic rule prevailed. But of course 
there was nd bar in Holland to inheritance 
through females, since it was through a 
daughter of Charles the Bold that the Dutch 
provinces some four centuries ago 
to the house of Austria. Every one 
of the possible heirs designated in 
the present Succession bill is either 
a female or derives title from a 
female. Thus, in case of the death of the 
young Princess Wilhelmina, the first in order 
of succession will be the King’s sister Sophie, 
married to the Grand Duke of Saxe-Weimar- 
Eisenach. It is noteworthy, however, that 
according to the billthe Grand Duchess can- 
not transmit to her children her rights over 
Holland, which pass, on the contrary, to the 
descendants of the Dutch Princess Mariann 
daughter of King William I., and marri 
more than half a century ago to a Prince of 
Prussia. As the latter’s son, the present 
Prince Albert of Prussia, has three boys, it 
will be seen that the Low Countries are un- 
likely to escape the house of Hohenzollern. 
There is no reason to suppose that the pre- 
cautions taken by the Succession bill nst 
the failure of Prussian heirs will be called in 
play, and we need not, therefore, refer to 
them in detail. 

The hopes founded on these provisions 
may, no doubt, be dashed if the child Prin- 
cess Wilhelmina should grow up and ma 
a member of some family opposed in interes 
to the Hohenzollerns. But measures will 
probably be taken to bring about a union 
with one of her Prussian kinsmen, three of 
whom are nearly of her own age. Seldom, 
indeed, in recent times has a royal alliance 
been fraught with. political consequences so 
important as those which from a German 
point of view might follow the marriage of 
the little girl, who, if she lives, will reign 
over 4,000,000 of subjects in Europe and 
30,000,000 in the East Indies. d 


IT HAS NOT BEEN SUCCESSFUL. 
Senator Edmunds’ Opinion of the Present 
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WasnineTon, D. C., March 12.— [Special.] 
—The Star tonight has a long interview with 
Senator Edmunds. Speaking of the Demo- 
cratic Administration, he said:
